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ABSTRACT 

The resource guide is designed to accompany a manual 
for students described in SO \009 851.* The purpose of the manual is to 
provide the undergraduate with an overview of the data collected by 
the Bureau of the Census. To make the manual more effective, this 
resource guide supplements listings of Census Bureau materials, and 
indicates how census materials laay be acquired. The resource guide 
also can stand on its own as a useful tool for the classroom teacher 
of political science. The first chapter presents information about 
the formats of Census Burieau statistics and how to obtain them. Foir 
example, census figures are available in microform, on computer tape, 
or in printed reports. The second chapter lists the various censuses, 
emphasizing the population, housing, and governmental censuses. 
Several appendices conclude, the document, including the answers to 
the exercises of the studen-^ manual. Tables and charts are 
interspersed, throughout, the/ document. (JE) 
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Preface 



The United States Bureau of the Census is oftea overlooked as a source 
of data by social scientists. Census statistics are ignored for several reasons. 
First, many researchers have a prejudice tov^^ard-.de^igning .their_ov\^n 
questionnaires and then collecting their ov/n data. Se(!;.ond,r.many social 
scientists have serious reservations about the accuracy of census statistics. 
Third, census "data are not used^in far too many cases-because academic 
researchers are unavi^are of w/hat materials are available in the Census;^- 
either already tabulated or available for tabulation upon request. 

All of these attitudes heed to be examined. In an era v^hen research 
money is becoming scarce and the cost of research is soaring, a massive 
body of statistics,' collected in censuses and large sample sujveys, should 
not be overlooked by the academic community. Instead, it should be 
viewed, as a potential goldmine of useful information. Whether the 
statistics live up to their potential usefulness depends, of course, upon . 
their accuracy. The Census Bureau itself recognizes that there are 
variations in the accuracy of the figures it prints, and its ov\^n estimates of 
error are on the public record. The academic researcher may also v\^ish to 
as^ss the accuracy of census statistics. Nevertheless, overall, the data 
compare favorably v\/ith other sources. of statistics utilized by academic 
researchers. Finally, the academic community should begin to inform" itself 
of the range of material that is available ^n the Census Bureau; this 
pamphlet is designed to be a first step in that direction. 

The Manual for Students, which accompanies the Resource Guide, is 
designed to give the undergraduate an overview of the data collected by 
the Bureau of the Census and to provide him .or her with some practice in 
utilizing, statistics of this type. To make the Manual for Students more 
effective, the Resource Guide supplements the listings of Census Bureau 
materials, and indicates how census materials- may- be acquired. Also, 
Appendix C. p. 97, containt. the answers to the student exercises in 
Chapter IV of the Stude|it Manual. 

The Resource Guide, ho^wever, also stands on its own as a useful tool 
for the classroom teacher of political science. First, through the use of this 
Resource Guide, the teacher may indicate to students potential sources of . 
information for undergraduate research projects. The census information is 
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plentiful, cheap, and most of the information of interest to undergraduates 
' will already be in university libraries. 

Second, social scientists teaching' statistics or research methodology 
may be interested in assigning census materials as an exercise in qritiqufng 
^ canvassing, collating or testing procedures. Again, the logical ^starting point 
for this type of assignment would be the Census Bureau 'sowrji publications 
dealing with errors. (See p. 49.) Third; the political scientist may want to 
employ this Resource Guide to locate statistics that are of usfe in his or her i 
own research or in that of his or her graduate students. In this connection, , 
it should be noted again that the Census Bureau will proyide, at cost, 
information which it has collected even if this information has never been 
publi5hed; it will also cross-tabulate statistics for a private use^r in different 
combinations than those already printed. Thus, any statistics which the 
Bureau has. can be obtained, subject to ^considerations of confidentiality. 
As the Gv\de indicates, all these data may be obtained in several formats, 
including computer tapes. y • . . 

As in the case of the Manual for Students, the emphasis m this 
Resource Guide is on statistics of population, housing, and governments; 
very little information is given on the CensuyBureau's economic statistics. 
The American Political Science Association hopes that this Guide, and 
" "the accompanying Student Manual, will prove useful to all the members of 
the profession, and that_it will contribute to a greater awareness of the 
research resources available in the United States. 
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Chapter 1- 
The Formats of the 
1 Census Bureau Statistics 
isind How to Obtain Them 



Census data are available to the public in /nany forms: printed reports, 
..microfilm, microfiche, computer tapes, and others (e.g., ; computer 
printouts). Each format is useful .for some/ purpose:*. In general, printed 
reports are better than computer tapes iny'undergraduate courses for. the 
following reasons: / 

Lower Cost. The printed report^ do n9t cost as much as the computer 
tapes; it co^ts about $80 for a tape and less than $5 for mist printed 
reports. Furthermore, there are \ no programming or comduter costs 
associated \yith the printed reportsJ J 

Ease of Use. Another advantage; of the printed reports is tWat they are 
easier to use than computer tapes. The tapes require ComputerLand several 
explanatory^ documents in addition to the tapes themselves. jThc printed 
reprofts, on the other hand, contain in a single document all tpat is needed 
to understand the data: labeled tables, easily read data, an^ntroduclory 
text and' appendices that explain relevant concepts, infor/nation about 
statistical reli^ibility, and, in some cases, maps. j 

Availability. A third advantage of the printed reports is that they are 
more readily available than are conr^puter tapes. Printed/reports can be 
examined in most libraries or in each\of the 42 Department of Commerce 
Field Offices located throughout the country. ^ 

There are some disadvantages associated with printed reports: 

Less Information. In the^case of \l970 census data products, most 
printed reports do not provide as much information as the summary tapes. 
In fact, they usually are a byp.roductW the tapes and an abbreviated 
version of them. , ^ 

i Less Geographical Detail. The printedVeports do not provide as much 
geographical detail, as the summary tapes. They do not, for example, 
contain data by ZIP code areas, census enumeration districts, or block 

groups. '•} ''^ r J 

Harder to Manipulate. The data in the printed reports are harder to 
work with than computerized data, especially' for the intensive user, 
because machines can more quickly and accurately perform many 
calculations and statistical, tests. Most.tables in the printed reports dp not 
even show ratios and percentages. . . 
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The .quarterly BureaU:Of the Census Catalog lists and describes each 
printed report and computer tape that becomes available to the public 
during the period covered by the particular issue. Other materials such as 
maps, computer programs, and selected special tabulations are also listed. 
The quarterly issues are cumulative; the final annual issue covers Census 
Bureau output of the entire ca^ndar year. There are also monthly 
supplements that list non-periodic (i.e., one-time) publications issued in 
the specified month. 

The Catalog is for sale by the Superintendent of Documents, U.S. 
Government Printing Office, Washington, D.C. 20402. The current 
subscription price is. $.14.40 for four consecutive issues, and includes 12 
month supplements. Single issues vary in price. [ 

All-of fhe publications-but not the unpublished materials such as 
computer tapes-issued by the Census Jureau and its predecessor agencies 
through 1972 are listed and described in i single volume with the title 
Bureau of the Census Catalog of Publications, 1790-1972 (911 p.. U.S. 
Government Printing Office, $7.10). 



A. Printed Reports 

The quickest way to obtain a number of copies of a Government 
publication for classroom.or other use is usually to borrow the publication 
from a library and to reproduce it jpn a copying nfiachine. Government 
publications are not copyrighted. 

The Bureau of the Census publications may also be purchased, singly or 
in multiply copies, at a relatively lew cost since the prices charged for 
them by the U.S. Government Printing Office represent only the cost of 
printing, binding, and handling additional copies beyond those obtained 
by the Census Bureau for its own use/ \ 

Most Census Bureau publications are ajj^ilable from the U.S. Govern- 
ment Printing Office (GPO). However, because! of the large volume of 
requests for publications received by GPO, there is a backlog of unfilled 
orders and delays should be expected. If you are ordering, several 
publications, but wish one more rapidly-, put it on a separate order form 
and enclose separate payment for it. Also, GPO Bookstores sometimes 
h^ve^Census Bureau reports on hand for purchase. (See bookstore list, 
below.) j . 

Remittances must accompany all orders. Checks or money orders for 
Census Bureau publications should be made payable to the.Superintendent 
of Dbcuments. Coupons issued by the Superintendent of Do"cuments or 
authorizations to 'charge to an established Superintendent or Documents' 
deposit account will be accepted as payment.

B. Census Statistics in Microform 

■ \ 

Most of 'the publications of the Census Bureau are available on 
microfilm, microfiche, or both. At present. Census volumes are usually 
placed on microfiche v^^ithin -2 months after thv printed publication 
appears. In addition, sojrBe 1970 census summary tape data are available on 
microfilm. 

Microfiche is one of the newest and most inexpensive methods of filing 
and later -retrieving data. It is quite similar to microfilm except that 
m'icrofiche is reproduced on a 4" x 6" film sheet which is capable of 
containing 98 pages of printed data. Like microfilm, it requires a special 
piece of equipment, called a reader, to display the pages with the image 
enlarged enough to read. An increasing number of libraries are using 
microfiche. As in^'the case of microfilm, some installations have additional 
equipment which reproduces an enlarged image of a page oh paper which 
can be taken to the reader's desk. \ ■

C. Computer Tapes and Special Tabulations 

Computer Tapes. Summary Tapes. Most computer tapes available from 
the Census Bureau are "summary tapes," that is^,. tapes containing 
statistical totals for. particular geographic areas. These statistical totals 
(such as counts of people by. race, age, income, marital status and other 
characteristics or of housing units by number of persons per room, rent or 
value, presence of plumbing facilities, and other characteristics) are like 
those found in the printed reports; however, the summary tapes often have 
more tabulations and greater detail in the tabulations. 

In addition, the summary tapes are generally useful for further machine 
processing in order to: 

• Obtain totals for some types of areas for which data are not provided 
separately in the printed reports, namely, ZIP code areas, enumeration 
districts, and block groups. 

• Combine small-area' data to obtain data for special-purpose districts 
(school districts, or commuting areas, for example). 



• Compute derived measures«(ayerages, ratios, etc.). 

Some summary tapes contain exactly the same statistics that arefound . 
in published reports. These tapes are used to summarize further or to 
rearrange the published data. For example, there are computer tape 
"copies" of all editions of the County and City Data Book. (A listing of 
1970 Census of Population and Housing summary tapes appears p. 13.) 

Computer Tapes. Individual Records, Tapes containing basic individual 
records are in nearFy all cases confidential, and, therefore, the Census 
Bureau cannot sell them although the Bureau can prepare special 
tabulations of statistics from them. 'However, certain sets of non- 
confidential infividual records can be purchased from the Bureau: . 

Public-use Sarhples. Public-use samples of basic census records contain- 
ing' the responses to questionnaire items for statistically selected 
samples of households in the 1970 census are available on computer 
tape: 

• No names or addresses appear in the samples, and the geographic 
areas identified are sufficiently large (250,000 inhabitants or more) to 
avoid disclosure of information for specific persons or households. 

In general, it is possible with these tapes to cross-tabulate any item 
on the questionnaire with any other . item; for the geographic arieas 
identified. \ 

Six different public-use samples (with accompanying technical 
documeniation). are available from the 1970 Qensus: three from the, 
5-percent census sample and three from the 15-percent census sample. 
There is a 5-percent and a 15-percent public-use sample in each of the 
following categories: 

• States. State of residence of each household is provided and, for the 
larger states, whether the household was. urban or rural, metropoli- 
tan or non-metropolitan, and whether or not it was within the 
centra! city of an SMSA. 

• County groups. Every SMSA having a population of 250,000 or 
more persons is identified, as are subdivisions of SMSA's comprising 
one or more, counties and having more than 250,000 inhabitants. 
Groups of functionally related counties are identified for the 
remainder of the country. 

• Neighborhood characteristicsTTfie location of the household's 
residence in one of the nine geographical divisions of the United 
States is identified. Two features distinguish the contents of these 
tapes: (1 ) Location of residence is also identified in terms of size of, 
place or size of urbanized area, and (2) summary characteristics are 
provided for. the neighborhood in which the household is located. 
Neighborhood characteristics are indicators presented as ratios, e.g.,. 
Negro population to the total.population, families with low incomes 
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to total families, housing units lacking complete plumbing to total 
units, etc., for people and, housing units.' The "neighborhoods," 
defined by the Census Bureau, are approximately the same size as 
census tracts, but no information is given which would permit a user 
to determine the specific location of the neighborhoods. 

Each of the six public-use samples is available in three sizes: 
one-inOOO primary sample, a one-in-1000 subsample, and a one-in- 
10,000 subsample. There is also a one-.in-lOO State public-use sample 
from the 1960 Census data files, which was created to make possible 
.studies of changes from 1960 to 1970.

Nonconfidential returns. Nonconfidential returns from some of the 
public agencies that report on their activities for the Census Bureau's 
surveys are also available on tape. For example, information is available 
from each jurisdiction that issues building permits. 

Special Tabulations. Special tabulations are prepared, at cost, from the 
\.Jndividual records on the computer tapes, to meet specifications of 
individual users. They can be furnished on tape or punchcards or as 
\ computer printout, typewritten copy, or hand-posted tables. Many of the 
A tabulations are available on microfilm, and either reels of microfilm or 
•^nlarged prints can be supplied. 

\ Copies of special tabulated information that was furnished to the 
original purchaser are generally available to subsequent purchasers at a 
.. nominal fee which covers the cost of copying and appropriate overhead 
charges. For example, a special tabulation of 1970 Census data prepared 
for the Department of Housing and Urban Development provides more 
detailed data than were published on tenure and race of heads of 
households (12 categories), for the United States, regions; divisions, States, 
SMSA's, counties, and places of 25,000'Or more inhabitants; these data are 
available to the public on two reels of computer tape or ori four rolls of 
microfilm. 

Requests for estimates of the cost of preparing a special tabulation 
should specify the geographic areas required and precisely what subjects 
are desired. The request should include a brief description of the project 
for which the tabulation will be used. If a tabulation is to be. furnished on 
tape, the request should specify the chkracteristics required of the tape, 
e.g. density, parity, language, etc. 

General Information. All computer tape purchases are accompanied by 
descriptions of data, a layout of the record foVmat, the "code structure 
used, and other needed technical documentation. 

A potential buyer of computer tape§, before making contact with the 
Census Bureau, should consult with technical personnel concerning the 
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characteristicss.of the computer he expects to use so that in his initial 
contact with the Bureau he can furnish information on the characteristics 
required of the type (densit'y, parity, language, etc.) to be processed on his 
computer. \ , . ' 

Requests for tapes or cost estimates for tapes or special tabulations 
should be sent to the Customer Services Branch, Data User Services 
Division, Bureau of the iCensus, Washington, D.C. 20233. As of mid-1976, 
individual reels of summary tapes and public use sample tapes were priced 
at $80. 

Summary Tapfe Processing Centers. Many users of Census Bureau 
statistics have nee^ for data available only on computer tape but do not - 
have ready access t^ a computer or do not find it economically feasible to 
do their own processing. To facilitate access to the statistics they need, the 
Census Bureau has recognized. many organizations-private, public, govern-/ 
mental, and academic -as Summary Tape Processing Centers. The Census 
Bureau recognizes those organizations and groups that file a statement 
with the Bureau indicating their intention to service the needs of census 
data users outside their ; organization and specifying their planned 
activities. .; 

The Centers are not franchised, established, or supported by the Census 
Bureau. Data products. of the Census Bureau are available to the Centers 
on the same basis as to all other data usersi The forms which Centers 
assume, their purposes, and the services they provide are determined by 
the organizers. Centers establish their own cost structure for service and 
serve interested clients according to their own procedures.-* 
- Some Centers have used the summary tapes purchased from the Census 
Bureau to prepare' other tapes which provide the same information in 
other f 01 mats or in other ways which they feel better serve -their 
• customers.' In some cases a Center may provide a tape (or OiUtr form of 
data dissemination) containing, for exarhple, selected extracts from 1970 
summary tapes or rankings of areas according" to selected characteristics, 
more quickly or at lower cost, or both, than the Census Bureau,

D. Library of the Bureau of the Census 

The Library of the Bureau of the Census makes publications available 
■ through jnterlibrary loan,"and provides a copying service gt cost'. Requests . 
from other libraries fctr publications oh interlibrary loan should be 
directed to: Bureau of the Census, Library, Washingt(^n, D.C. 20233. The 
Library is also open for on-site use by researchers who are working in the 
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subject areas in which it specializes; the physical location of the main 
library is: Bureau of the Census, FOB 3, Suitland, Maryland. 

In addition to holdings of statistical,, methodological, and other 
material in socio-economic fields, the Library has several special collec- 
tions. Among- them are three collections of publications which are of 
particular interest for political science: 

1. United States Census Collection, consisting of the publications 
issued by the Census Bureau and its predecessor organizations, 1790 to 
date. 

2. Foreign and International Collection, consisting of censuses, statisti- 
cal yearbooks, and statistical bulletins from most countries of the world, 
and selected publications of the United Nations and its specialized agencies 
and other international organizations. 

3. State and Local Government Collection, -consisting of periodic 
reports for the five most recent years for all States, all counties, cities with 
populations of 10,000. and over, townships in New England and Middle 
Atlantic States, and selected special districts. State codes of law, 
directories, and research studies on governmental organizations, functions, 
and activities are acquired. (This collection is used extensively by Census 
Bureau staff for compilation and review of statistics on governments, so at 
any particular time there arp large numbers of publications that are not 

. available either for interlibrary loan or on-site use by other than Bureau 
staff. For'on-site use,' it is physically located in the Governments Division, 
Bureau of the Census, Scuderi Building, Room 311, 4235 28th Avenue, 
Marlow Heights, Maryland.)

B. The Census of Population and Housing 

The Decennial Census of Population and Housing is the largest 
undertaking of the Bureau of the Census. Over 193,000 temporary, 
employees were hired for the 1970 census/Sand.70 million questionnaires 
were collected and processed. The statistics prepared from the 1970 census 
■have been. released in over 1,500 final reports and on more than 2,000 
reels of. computer tape. 

This section presents an overvieW/Of the subjects covered' in the 1970 
census, the geographic areas for which statistics are reported, and the data 
products.

2. Geographic Areas for Which Data are Presented 

United States. This designation includes the 50 states and the District 

of Columbia. . ' . j 

Conterminous United States. The 48 conterminous States and the 

District of Columbia. Alaska, Hawaii and outly,ing areas are excluded 
Puerto Rico and Other Outlying Areas. Thie Commonwealth of Puerto 

Rico the Virgin Islands of the United State/, Guam, the Canal Zone and 

American Samoa. In addition, population ^/.d housing totals are available 
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for the small outlying areas of Midway, Wake, Canton, and Enderbury 
Islands, Johnson Island and San Island, the Swan Islands, thd.Corn Islands, 
and the Trust Territory of the Pacific Islands. 

Regions. The largest geographic areas within the United States for 
v.'hich census data are published. There are four regions-Northeast, North 
Central, South, and West-although for some purposes the Northeast and 
North Central regions have been combined. See map on page' 19. 

Geographic Divisions. There are nine geographic divisions in the United 
States, and these have been used largely unchanged for presentation of 
summary statistics since the 1910 Census. Each geographic division is 
composed of contiguous States, with Alaska and Hawaii also included in 
one of the divisions. Each is also completely contained within a region. See 
oriap on p. 2pL 

States. The major polrtical units of the United States. 
Congressional Districts. Political areas defined by State legislatures or ^. 
th^ courts for purposes of electing Congressnien to the U.S. House of 
Representatives; subject to change based on Population Census counts. 
;.i5tandard Metropolitan Statistical Areas (SMSA's). Counties (except in 
New England, where towns are used) containing at least one city having 
50,000 or more inhabitants (or a city with at least 25,000 inhabitants, 
which, together with contiguous places, has a combined population .of 
50,000 and meets certain other criteria), plus adjacent counties which are 
metropolitan in character and economically and socially integrated with 
the central city (or counties).* An SMSA may contain counties in more ^ 
than one State. (The example in the illustration on page 21 consists of 
only one county.) 

Urbanized Areas. Densely .settled areas in and surrounding large cities. 
Urbanized areas differ from SMSA's, which are composed of complete 
counties, in that they exclude rural portions of those SMSA counties that 
.are largely metropolitan and may include urban portions of counties that 
are largely rural. Boundaries of urbanized areas tend to change in each 
census because they are defined on the basis of population distribution at 
the time of the census. 

Counties. The primary political and administrative divisions of the 
States: The only major exceptions are Louisiana, where the divisions are 
called parishes, and Alaska, where 29 census divisions have been created as 
county equivalents for statistical purposes. There are a number of cities 
' that are independent of any gounty organization; because they constitute 
primary divisions within their States, they ^ire accorded the same 
treatment as counties in the preparation of census tabulations.

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Minor Qvii Divisions (MCD's).The primary political and administrative 
subdivisions of counties, such as tov^^nships, tov^^ns, magisterial districts, 
precincts, etc. Populatidn size varies greatly. 

Census County Divisions (CCD's). Relatively permanent county sub- 
divisions used in place of MCD's in 21 States that do not have MCD's 
suitable for statistltal reporting. Population size varies greatly. 

Places. In Decennial Censuses, any delimited concentrations of popula- 
tion (such as cities, tov^^ns, and villages), regardless of the existence of 
legally prescribed boundaries, powers, or functions. 

. Incorporated Places. Cities, tov^^ns, etc., that are incorporated in 
accordance with the laws of their respective States, regardless of size, with 
the following exceptions: Towns in New England, New Yorki and 
Wisconsin and the boroughs of Alaska are considered to be MCD's and are 
not recognized as places. ^ 

Unincorporated. Places. Cgncentrations of population, such as towns 
and villages, that are not incorporated. In ^he 1970 Census, data were 
• published for each place with 1,000^,or more inhabitants unless it was 
included in an urbanized area. If it was, data were not publishejd separately 
for it unless the place had 5,000 or more inhabitants. 

Census Tracts. Subdivisions of SMSA's (and of some cities and counties 
outside SMSA's), averaging 4,000 population each. Tract boundaries do 
not cross county lines. Tract boundaries are determined by a local 
committee, subject to Census Bureau approval. Tracts were designed 
initially to be relatively homogeneous with respect to population 
. characteristics, economic statis, and living conditi^^. 

Wards. Political subdivisions of many incorporated placcsf^d for 
purjXJses of voting and representation. Population totals have been 
published for nearly 4,500 wards in cities with 10,000 or more persons. 

ZIP Code Areas. Established by the U.S. Postal Service to facilitate the 
delivery of . mail. ZIP code areas do not coincide with census areas, and 
change according to postal requirements. (Data for ZlP^code areas are. 
giveh the Fifth County summary tape but not in the printed reports.) 

Enumeration Districts. Administrative divisions set up by the . Census 
Bureau for.a)ntrol of the enumeration in' areas where a door-to-door 
: car}yass was made by enumerators. The average population was 800. (Data 
for enumeration districts arc given in computer tapes but not in the 
printed reports.) 

Block Groups. Groups of city blocks in the areas where the census was 
taken by mail, averaging 1,000 population, which arc the equivalent of 
enumeration districts. (Data for block groups are given in computer tapes 
but not in the printed reports.) 

Blocks. Usually well defined pieces of land bounded by streets or roads. 
However, blocks may be irregular in shape and may be partially bounded 
by railroad tracks, streams, or similarjdentifiabic features. Blocks do not 
cross census tract boundaries but may cross other boundaries su^h as city 
limits. Statistics for blocks arc tabulated for jtll cities of 50,000 or more 
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(at the time of the Census) and the urbanized areas of these cities. The 
Censijs Bureau also collected arid tabulated data for blocks on a contract 
basis for more than 900 other areas. '

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3. Publications from the 1970 Census 

Publications from the 1970 Census that contain' only population 
statistics are entitled 1970 Census of Population reports. Publications that 
contain only housing statistics, or that contain primarily housing statistics, 
with just a few population statistics, arc entitled 1970 Census of Housing 
reports. Those in which population and housing statistics are 'of equal 
importance ate entitled 1970 Census of Population and Housing reports. 
AH these reports appeared in three pfiases: preliminary, advance, arid final 
(which supercedes the other two). 

There are more than 1500 final 1970 census reports. They generally 
may be purchased from the Government Printing Office (GPO), though 
some are no longer in stock. The reports are listed -in the following 
sections. Reports which are out of stock at GPO may be purchased from 
the Census Bureau. However, they are generally only available on 
microfiche or paper copy prepared from the microfiche, as described in 
the earlier section, "Census Statistics in Microform.'* Information on price 
and availability of reports. may be obtained from the Subscribers Services 
Section, Bureau of the Census, Washington, D.C. 20233. 

The descriptions of 1970 census. reports in the following sections cover 
the basic characteristics of the reports, such as types of statistics presented 
.and geographic areas reported. More detailed guidance, permitting location 
of specific tables in numerous 1970 reports, is available through the Index 
to Selected 1970 Census Reports by Paul T. Zeisset (U.S. Government 
Printing Office, 380 p., $3.70).* The Index primarily consists of an 
alphabetized listing of tables according to their variabFes, such as age, race, 
orjncomc and is exhaustively cross-referenced. An abbreviated report title 
and table number are given for each entry, so that tables of interest can be 
looked up easily.

2. Geographic Areas for Which Data are Presented 

in addition to'statistics of the Federal and State governments, which 
are well defined in the United States, statistics are collected for the 
following types of local governments: 

Counties, found throughout the nation except in Connecticut, Rhode 
Island, and limited portions of a few other States. In Alaska, the counties 
are officially designated as "boroughs" and in Louisiana as "parishes." 
(Data for city-county consolidated governments, such as San Francisco 
and Denver, were classified and reported as municipalities.) 

Municipalities, in which a municipal corporation^ provides general local 
government to:;a population concentration Within a defined area. 

Townships, including governmental units officially designated as 
^**towns"'in the New England States, New York and Wisconsin, and some, 
"plantations" in Maine and "locations" in New Hampshire*' as well as 
governments designated as townshFps In 13 other states. Unlike munlcipali-- 
ties, township governments serve inhabitants of areas^ defined without 
regard to population concentrations. 
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School districts. Only independent 'school districts are separate units of 
government. Dependent school systems are operated by governments other 
than the school districts; in 1972 these systems were found in ,25 States, 
butconstituted only about 6 percent of the total. 

Special districts, usually established to perform a single function such as 
provision, maintenance, or operation of hospitals, transit systems, water 
supply^ etc. Some special districts are intercounty, inter-State, or regional.

Some correct answers to the questions 

2-1. Yes and no. 'The figures indicate that there were increases in the 
nunnber of black-owned firms and in the number of their paid employees, 
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but these increases were not nearly as large as the increases in receipts. 

2-2. One aspect of the situation appears discouraging. A large part of 
black-owned business represents self-employment in the service industries 
and retail trade. This may reflect lack of employment opportunity in 
higher waged industries and occupations rather than an increase in either 
income or social status for many of these ovJners of businesses. 

2-3. The question calls for an opinion, and is Intended to stimulate 
thought and discussion and possibly additional research. There probably 
are no clear and certain answers to the problem.

(unless there is a large, influx of school-age children into the country.) 

4.2. An expansion of State teachers College now almost certainly 
would fust encourage an over supply of teachers. The population of an age 
to attend the Teachers College can be expected to increase between 1974 
and 1980, but the population that graduates will teach is declining. 
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
